The skull of lloaart, or what was be- 


lieved to be his skull, seems to have 
dlsapiMsiresL'; The late Professor Hyrtl 
of the Vienna university rised to keep 
ia his study a skull which he firmly bo- 
lievwl to: have been Moaart's, having 
Inherited it in iSfjS from his brother! 
Jacob, an engraver, 


Herr Jacob Hyrtl received it from the 


&>n of the gravedigger of the St Mars 
cemetery, who in 1801, when a common, 
gravt- was reopened, recognized trie 
shell in which .,he buried Mozart in. 
1701, 
took out thfi skull of the great 


composer, kept it and bequeathed it as 
a relic to his son.

It was believed to be in the Mo- 
zart house in Salzburg, to which Pro- 
fessor Hyrtl bequeathed it in tils 
but It is not there-.
